American citizens who complained of mistreatment of their children at the Met:
Swimming Pool. MRS,OPHELIA CASTRO reported rough treatment of her seven-year 0ld
deanghter; and when she told the life guerd sbout it, he suggested they go to Zare~
gosa or Palm Parke., She reported also thst the guard pushed her out of the swimmi
pool area., MRS. SUZIE VALESQUEZ reported bad treatment to her ¢hild by 11 and 12
year old boys; but since she called this to the gttention of the guard, she sccom-

panies her child to the pool, MR. PAT MENDEZ represented MRS, MANUEL SALAS in her

SANCHEZ and others stated their children hed beern molested and threatened. MR.
SHEFFIELD stated he had worked with these people and knew thelr problems; thd th
park waeg in & fringe arés, and more money wasbeing spent for leadership at this
perk than any other park, and the leadership was backed up by em officer every
night, He stated the life~guerd was perfectly quslified to protect 1ife; but not
mature enough to handle the whole situation, and it was not esasy to get anyone to
take this place, MR, ED IDAR, JR., inquired as to policy of permitting parents
in the pool sres in street clothes. He asked that something be done about the
gsitustion, as there would be a fight beyond reasonable proportien, After more dis
cussion, the Mayor stated the Director of Recreation had the respect of the peqle
of Austin, and he believed he could work this prodlem out. He also suggested add-
ing sdditional pelice protection if felt necessary.
